They say they 
also want t>o show the relation­ 
ship of the Vietnam war to infla­ 
tion and social problems. 


The taxpayer rallies in most 
cities, organizers sadd, would be 
held in front of or near Internal 
Revenue Service centers. They 
also plan “Boston Tea Party” 
demonstrations, the passing out 
of leaflets in shopping areas, 
and the circulation of petitions 
and antiwar literature. 


Rallies are slated for such cit­ 
ies as Boston, New York, Bal­ 
timore, Newark, Knoxville, Chi­ 
cago, Cleveland, Denver, Hous­ 
ton and Dallas. But national or­ 
ganizers

smaller cities and towns would 
be having demonstrations.

In the wake of the nation’s 
first postal sltnike, Congress is 
on the verge of approving a 6 
per cenit pay hike for all mail 
workers, military personnel and 
most 
other 
government 
em­ 
ployes. This is expected to add 
about $1.2 billion this year to 
President Nixon’s budget call­ 
ing for expenditures of $197.9 
billion. Some predict the added 
costs will boost Nixon’s budget 
over the $200 billion mark for 
the first time in history. 


Nixon Vetoed Increase 


Nixon vetoed a $1 billion boost 
in education funds for the cur­ 
rent fiscal year, but still was 
forced to accept a sizable in­ 
crease. 
Supporters 
of higher 
spending are proceeding more 
cautiously this yean- and think a 
veto is unlikely. 


The coalition of education or­ 
ganizations that has led the bat­ 
tle for additional money figures 
its baittle hats resulted in the 
Nixon administration and the 
House Appropriations Commit­ 
tee putting nearly $600 million 
more into school-aid programs 
than they intended. 


Nixon increased his own 1971 
education budgeit by $270 million 
three weeks ago to reflect some 
of the higher levels of the 1970 
bill that he finally signed. And 
the Appropriations Committee, 
which is dominated by fiscal 
conservatives, 
added 
its 
$319 
million on top of that in hopes of 
thwatrtimg any higher increases. 


Lobbyists At Work 


At a meeting last Friday the 
education lobby decided to push 
for increases in at least three 
sections—library services, high­ 
er education and the impacted 
areas program, which provides 
fund's for school districts heavi­ 
ly affected by children of feder­ 
al employes. 


The specific amounts to be 
sought were not decided, but the 
biggest increase is certain to be 
in the impacted areas program, 
which the past several adminis­ 
trations have tried in vain <to

The committee bill provides 
only $425 million for the pro­ 
gram—the amount Nixon has 
said he will spend if the pro­ 
gram is reformed along lines he 
has recommended.

(AP) — Viet Cong and North 
Vietnamese troops made new 
attacks Sunday on two towns 
along Highway One near the 
South Vietnamese border, Radio 
Phnom Penh announced. 


The broadcast reported an at­ 
tack on Prasaut, the fourth in 
the past week, and another on 
Kompong Trabek, 35 miles to 
the west, which has been the 
scene of fighting in the last two 
days. 


Military sources reported ear­ 
lier that the Cambodian troops 
had withdrawn to a point just 
west of Prasaut after fighting 
Saturday night. The Viet Cong 
then were reported on three 
sides of the town but had not en­ 
tered it. 


The Cambodian government 
has concentrated most of its 
forces 
in the area 
in 
Svay 
Rieng, the provincial capital al­ 
most midway between Prasaut 
and Kompong Trabek on High­ 
way One. Refugees also have 
been flooding into the town. 


Radio Phnom Penh reported 
attacks in two other areas— 
west 
and northeast 
of 
Svay 
Rieng—where the Viet Cong and 
North 
Vietnamese 
for 
years 
have moved freely back and 
forth across the border. 


The broadcast said one as­ 
sault was made on an outpost at 
Snuol, in eastern Cambodia ad­ 
joining War Zone C in South 
Vietnam and 85 miles north of 
Saigon. Another attack was re­ 
ported on a post on the west 
bank of the Mekong River in 
Kandal province near the Plain 
of Reeds. 


The government radio said 
both these attacks were made 
*'with the active participation of 
Vietnamese residents” but gave 
no ottar detail«.

The projects are of the kind that student 
mannower can tackle successfully with maxi­ 
mum result.

Patchwork Of Laws 
Sax’s arguments go something 
like this:

Agmcies res{xm.siblc for re­ 
source protection do not always 
follow through on complaints.

Tlie com­ 
plainant presses lus case with 
the circuit judge. A revdew is 
made of whether the agency 
gave adequate consideration to 
protection of natural resources 
from “unreasonable” pollution 
or damage. The end result of the 
inooeedings might be victory for 
the complainants and upgrad­ 
ing of an agency's standards. 


Anyone May File 


Under the bill, anyone—or any 
group—may file a suit “for the 
protection of the pi^lic trust in 
the air, water and other natural 
resources of the state from un- 
rasonable pollution, impairment 
or destruction.'* 


The key point to be considered 
by the courts would be whether 
the defendant has, or is likely 
to “unreasonably pollute, impair 
or destroy the public trust in 
the air, water or other natural 
resources.’* 


The Chamber of Commerce 
argues ths is too vague. It says 
“other 
natural 
resources’* 
should be defined more sharply. 


For example, a proposed new 
development might be attacked 
on many points falling under 
such a term. This, the chamber 
says, might discourage industry. 


When hearings were held on 
the original bill, opponents con­ 
tended such a law might bring 
a flood of frivolous sxtits. 


Injunction Possible 
Supporters contend courts will 
not issue wholesale injunctions, 


but will wait, instead, until ad­ 
ministrative remedies have been 
exhausted. 
However, 
courts 
could 
issue 
temporary 
in­ 
junctions pending the outcome 
of an agesicy’s review'. 


The chamber dislikes this al­ 
so, feeling that a firm should 
not face such an injunction as 
long as it is abiding by the 
standards of a state agency. The 
agency standards should be 
changed first, the chamber says. 


The burden of proof in any 
suit would be on the accuser, 
and the defendant would have 
the additional recourse to an 
^'affirmative 
defense.” 
This 
means he may defend himself 
on grounds that he has no feas­ 
ible alternative and that his ac­ 
tion is “consistent with” pro­ 
motion of public health, safety 
and welfare. In the original 
bill, the phrase was *'required 
by.” Thibodeau changed it. 


SImlllar U.S. BIU 


Thibodeau aays that in a simi­ 
lar bill now before the U.S. 
Senate Commerce Committee, 
there is a provision for a se­ 
curity deposit to protect a de­ 
fendant in the event he is 
wrongfully enjoined. The cham­ 
ber favors such a provision in 
the Michigan bill. 


Whatever the outcome of the 
proposal, it will not simply be a 
matter of finding a sympathetic 
judge to shut down an industry. 


Anyone who wants to file a 
suit will have to have a good 
case and be ready to pursue it.

This was an exceptionally 
fine result for Brazil. The Ar­

Intrigued by this response, 
which guaranteed the ace or a 
void of dubs, East bid five no- 
tmmp. This was the grand 
slam force and requested West 
to jump to seven diamonds with 
two of the three top trump hon­ 
ors. 


West could not oblige and 
signed off with six diamonds. 
Perhaps North should not have 
doubled, but he simply could 
not believe his hand would take 
only one trick on defense. So 
Brazil racked up another 1,540 
points for a net gain of 1,960 
points — and this huge swing 
eventually brought them tho 
championship. 


Former President 
Of SDS Grows Up

Carl Oglesby was president of 
the Students for a Democratic 
Society in 1965-66, when there 
was at least a vestige of belief 
among the members of his or­ 
ganization in the virtue of set­ 
ting differences by arguments, 
votes, and other non-violent 
means. 


He 
was 
not 
an 
exactly 
scholarly young man, but he did 
not make a habit of wearing 
distorting lenses all the time. 
The piece he wrote on his ex- 
pcrience.s in Cuba for Life Mag­ 
azine had fresh and vivid pass­ 
ages, even though it betrayed 
a rather blissful ignorance of 
what had happened in Cuba 
prior to 1959. (Cuba was not 
badly off economically, and Ba­ 
tista was on his way out any­ 
way.) 


Altogether, Carl Oglesby im- 
pres.sed one as being young, in­ 
experienced, misinformed but 
still educable.

Now he Is proving that no­ 
body, not even a president of 
SDS, need remain anchored to 
ideology forever. Oglesby has 
looked at what has been done 
by 
Mark 
Rudd, 
Bernardine 
Dohrn, and the other SDS-ers 
who compose the Weatherman 
faction of the Bevolutionary 
Youth Movement, and has been 
properly horrified at what ho 
sees. 


He has been talking to college 
groups and, though he still be­ 
lieves in “dialectical material­ 
ism,” a Marxist concept, he 
thinks that the Weathermen’a 
analysis of the woiid revolution 
is nothing more nor less than 
“a lie.” The Weathermen, he 
told a group of Stanford Uni­ 
versity students, have been 
guilty of “leaping upon the 
barricades in a fantastically 
premature engagement" with 
our capitalistic society, and the 
result is that **Uvos aro being 
•quaadored." 


So far as the United States 
is concerned, Oglesby is now 
keeping a relatively clear head. 


“The lid,’* he aays, *‘ia not 
about to come off.” Unlike a 
later breed of SDS-ers, Ogles­ 
by has tumbled to the fact that 
the working classes in America 
have, save for the “hard core’* 
of slum dwellers who are only 
intermittently employed, 
be­ 
come quite bourgeois in their 
tastes. They are the ones who 
throng to the marinas on week­ 
ends to enjoy themselves with 
small boats. They like their beer 
in front of the TV set on Sun­ 
day afternoons, when swinger 
Joe Namath of the New York 
Jets is trying to connect with a 
long one to Don Maynard. 


They want comfort, security, 
and a wage that will keep up 
with the newer standards of 
living, and they are willing to 
strike for these things without 
wanting to turn the strike into 
a revolution. They expect to get 
comfortable 
strike 
benefits 
when they are not working.

It b the perception of things- 
a.s-they-are in America that 
now has Carl Oglesby saying 
that “the U.S. is one big master 
class, with a lot of little sub- 
stratas, not a society structured 
by 
classes.” 
Richard 
Nixon 
could not have said it better, 
nor Barry Goldwater, for that 
matter. 


Oglesby is not quite so per­ 
ceptive, however, when he looks 
at the outer world. He says “if 
the Third World is the prole­ 
tariat, then the war of the 
classes takes place on a global 
acale.” 


“Well, there are “proletarian’* 
nations in the sense that somo 
are poorer in material substance 
than others. But this does not 
mean that the Third World, 
taken as a whole, has any more 
desire to defeat “capitalism" 
than the average member of an 
Amtrlfiin unifltt.

More Whiteflsh 


The highly restrictive DNR 
zone fish management plan will 
take Michigan fresh water fish

«melt and whitefish.

Apparently the DNR’s fish 
biologists agreed, for as a re­ 
sult of the most recent protests 
by the commercial fisnermen 
and their friends, the DNR will 
now allow the setting of smelt 
pound nets in Little Bay de 
Noc. 


Can Have Cohos, Too 


These smelt nets do not kill 
other fish species, they are not 
gill nets, and they are set at 
seasons of the year which do 
not initeriere with any sports 
fishing activity. However, if the 
protests had not been made the 
taking 
of 
smelt would have 
been prohibited in Little Bay 
de Noc and the smelt would 
have been protected 
by 
the 
DNR as a “sports fish.” 


In rejecting 
most of the 
changes suggested by the com­ 
mercial fishermen, Tody also 
said: 


“Gill net regulations as pro­ 
posed by the (commercial fish­ 
ermen) would seriously jeopar­ 
dize lake trout, st^lhead, and 
salmon planting programs.”

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Long Siege Of Fear Finally Ends 
For North Carolina Prison Escapee 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich. (AP) 
—For nearly 10 years, Steve Col­ 
lins lived in fear. 


Ttie 40-year-old factory fore­ 
man and father of five says he 
never told anyone—^not even his 
wife—tivat he was a fugitive 
from a North Carolina prison. 


ColMns, whose real name is 
Calvin Collins, was recaptured 
here last week when a routine 
check of his fingerprints aft­ 
er his arrest on a disorderly con­ 
duct charge—disclosed he was a 
prison escapee. 


Surprised At Arrest 
*‘I was surprised when they 
arrested me, but I’ve been ex­ 
pecting it,” Collins said in an in- 
ter^ew . He told of his I960 es­ 
cape from a road gang near Ral­ 
eigh. He siX)ke quietly and with 
no visible i^ow of emotion. 


“I Just walked away, hiked to 
Virginia and got on a bus and 
came to Michigan,” he said in 


describiiig his escape. The es­ 
cape occuiTed while he was con­ 
sidered an honor-grade prisoner. 


Foui’ years, earlier, Collins 
tried to escape but was recap­ 
tured three days later. 


15-Year Sentence 
Collins had been in prison 
since the spring of 1950 after be­ 
ing convicted of assault with inr 
tent to Commit rape. 
He was 
sentenced to serve 15 years. He 
steadfastly denies any part in 
the attack upon a 48-yeai*-old 
Fayetteville woman which led to 
the charge. 


The fugitive, an Indian who 
was born in Dowagiiac, Mich., 
and reared in Mount Pleasant, 
Mich., said he was serving with 
the 82nd Airborne Division at Ft. 
Bragg, N.C., when he and an­ 
other soldier were accvsed of as­ 
saulting the woman. 


Collins reported 
with 
some 
signs of bitterness that the other 
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soldier was piuroled in 1955 while 
he never had the chance to ai>- 
pear before the parole board. 


In Grand Rapids, Collins lived 
an apparently normal life. He 
married, began raising a family, 
held a series of steady jobs and 
bought a home. 


Wife DIdnH Know 
Mrs. Collins said she never 
knew about her husband’s secret 
although she sensed an “uneasi­ 
ness” about him. Now, she plans 
to fight against her husband’s re­ 
turn to North Carolina. 


“It’s a feeling you have when 
you live with someone and you 
know him. Steve couldn’t have 
committed that crime,” she said. 


The couple reported that their 
friends “have been wonderful” 
since Collins* past c a u ^ t up 
with him. Collins is free on his 
own recognition pending a May 4 
hearing in his case. 


He is working regularly as a 
foreman at Williams Form Engi­ 
neering Coi*p. here and said his 
fellow workers “are the great­ 
est bunch of guys in the world. 
Nothing has changed with my 
friends.” 


In fact, fellow workers have 
signed a petition urging that Col­ 
lins be allowed to remain in 
Michigan and have offered to 
serve as witnesses to his good 
character. 


A few things have changed 
since Collins’ secret was discov­ 
ered. Now, he will obtain a driv­ 
er’s license and other items that 
a man without any real identifi­ 
cation for 10 years could not 
manage. 


As for the future, Collins said 
he is optimistic he can stay in 
Michigan. Then he added, “If I 
had to go back, I’d do the best I 
can. But I’ve already served 10 
years foi- something I didn’t do.”
